Form 

We use have / has and the past participle of the 
verb to form the present perfect. 

We form the past participle of regular verbs by 
adding -(e)d to the infinitive. 
look —* looked change — » changed 
travel — * travelled 

Irregular verbs do not follow a rule. Each verb 
has a different past participle. 
make — » made cut — * cut give — ► given 
teach —* taught

Present perfect or past simple? 

We use both the past simple and present 

perfect to talk about something that happened 

in the past. The difference is that 

• we use the past simple to talk about 
something that happened at a specific time in 
the past. We either say or imply exactly 
when it happened. 

• we use the present perfect to put emphasis 
on the fact that something has happened. We 
do not say when exactly it happened. 

• Compare the examples: 

I bought this CD last week. 

They read this book when they were at school. 

I’ve bought a new CD. 

They've read this book. 



• We use the present perfect to talk about our 
experiences to put emphasis on what we 
have / haven’t done. When we ask spedfic 
questions or give specific details about them 
we use the past simple.
